'LIKE BOYS 

RACING A 
GO-KART' 

Witness tells court of the look on police officers' faces just 
moments before horror smash claimed young mum's life 


A WOMAN has told a court 
of the terrifying moment a 
police car, being driven at 
almost lOOmph, smashed 
into a Ford Fiesta, killing a 
mother of one instantly. 

Now the family of Rachel 
Cheesewright, 29, who died in the 
high-speed collision, await the out¬ 
come of a civil case brought against 
Kent Police which concluded on 
Friday at Canterbury County Court. 

They are suing the police for negli¬ 
gence. A judgement is expected within 
a month.

It follows an inquest in January 
where an inquest recorded a verdict of 
accidental death. 

PC William Purse was racing to a 
domestic incident when the squad car 
ploughed into Miss Cheesewright’s 
Fiesta at 78 mph on the A28 near 
Woodchurch in October 2005. 

He told the judge how he had just 
two seconds to react before his Skoda 
smashed into the victim’s car. 

PC Purse agreed he was travelling 
around lOOmph as he approached the 
crossroads when Miss Cheesewright 


was about to pull out. 

During cross-examination, Julian 
Walters, counsel for the family, said 
the Skoda had been travelling at up to 
llOmph on a long straight but had 
slowed down as he passed a car com¬ 
ing out of the crossroads. 

Then he saw Miss Cheesewright's 
car in front of him. His blue lights 
were flashing but the siren wasn’t on. 

Mr Walters said: “There was no 
tolerance in your driving for other 
road users. You just assumed Rachel 
wasn’t going to pull out. 

“Miss Cheesewright put her foot 
down in a vain and tragic attempt to

DAB radio fails 
to make waves 
with listeners

POOR digital radio recep¬ 
tion across the area shows 
little sign of improving 
soon, despite the possibility 
of a switchover from ana¬ 
logue to digital broadcasts 
as early as 2015. 

Which will not come as music to 
the ears of the thousands of listeners 
snapping up hi-tech radios only to 
find themselves able to tune in to 
just a handful of the hundreds of 
channels available. 

A Government working group 
looking into the future of radio in the 
UK has recommended that all serv¬ 
ices are transferred to digital audio 
broadcasting (DAB) as soon as possi¬ 
ble, with 2015 the preferred target 
date and 2020 the latest. 

But the digital signal across 
Ashford and East Kent is patchy at 
best, with broadcasts from the sup¬ 
posedly higher quality DAB fading 
in and out and often disappearing. 

Paul Nicholson, of the East Kent 
Radio Society, said: “It is similar to 
the changeover to digital television. 

“We are all suffering poor perform¬ 
ance because of the space analogue 
transmitters take up. As far as I 


know, the only digital transmitter in 
this area is at Chartham Hatch. 
People know coverage is patchy so 
they go to a retailer who puts their 
postcode in a computer. This often 
says that they cannot get a signal.” 

Radio regulator Ofcom was unable 
to provide any timescale for improve¬ 
ments. 

Spokeswoman Kate Lee said: ‘We 
are trying to boost the signal in cer¬ 
tain areas but have to be careful 
about creating interference. There 
may be areas that are not viable for 
DAB because it is too expensive.” 

An alternative to DAB called 
Digital Radio Mondiale - DRM - has 
also been proposed as a solution, but 
this would mean listeners paying for 
a compatible radio. DRM is a set of 
digital broadcasting technologies 
designed to work over the bands now 
used for AM radio. 

Mrs Lee said: “There are technolo¬ 
gies that will get round the problem. 
Mondiale could be used to carry 
radio stations. This is something the 
working group will be looking into.” 

Mondiale is already being used in 
Canada and Australia where FM 
digital coverage can be problematic. 

Mr Nicholson said: “They will have 
to build more transmitters or use 
sites that are being used by analogue 
transmitters. 

“I imagine that at the moment they 
do not have enough money to do it.” 


School's big plans 

THE Friars School has submitted a 
planning application to allow major 
changes at its Great Chart site. 

The prep school, which merged with 
the Ashford School in 2005, provides 
education for three to 11-year-olds. 

Much of the school is made up of a 
Grade II listed former rectory. 

The school wants to demolish a 
kitchen and dining hall, called the 
Stable Block, attached to the main 
building. It will then create a new 
square of buildings extending from 
the old rectory. It is also looking to 
expand its sports field. 

Ashford council’s planning commit¬ 
tee are due to discuss the proposals 
tonight.

avoid the accident.” 

Her Fiesta was cut in half by the 
crash and she died instantly. 

Experts estimated the patrol car 
was travelling at 93mph a second 
before it hit. 

PC Purse said he tried to brake 
but it was no good. Challenged by 
Mr Walters, the officer said he 
wouldn’t normally come out of that 
bend late at night at 93mph. 

Crew member PC John Wade 
said he was only aware of the 
impending crash a couple of sec¬ 
onds before it happened. 

He said: “I saw her car stop, look 
left and then pull out.” 

In his final submission, Mr Walters 
said: “Rachel was not aware of the 
blue lights until it was too late.” 

Seconds before the crash, Isobel 
Haywood pulled out of the junction. 
She saw the police car speeding 
along the A28. 

She estimated the speed as 
it approached the junction at over 
90mph. 

Mrs Haywood said: “Not even 
Lewis Hamilton could have taken 
that bend at that speed.” 

She clearly saw the crew and said 
they were acting like boy racers. 

“They were like a couple of boys 
racing a go-kart,” she said. 

Mrs Haywood had just driven out 
from the junction and she saw 
Rachel’s car emerge from the 
Bonny Cravat pub where she 
worked as a barmaid. 

She followed Mrs Haywood’s car 
along the road to the junction. 

Mrs Haywood said: “I had a 
premonition something was going 
to happen. I thought their driving 
was dangerous. It is something I 
will never forget.” 

Judge Jonathan Simpkiss will 
give his judgement in two weeks.

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Charter House flats 
plan set for approval

THE much anticipated scheme to 
transform one of Ashford’s most 
prominent buildings into a com¬ 
plex containing more than 200 
flats, a restaurant and shops is 
finally due to get council planners’ 
approval tonight. 

The ambitious scheme will transform the 
nine-storey Charter House building, which is 
unoccupied apart from the Alliance & 
Leicester offices on the eighth floor. 

The proposals put forward by Dukelease 
Properties would see the building converted 
into 224 flats, with retail and office space and 
a ground-floor restaurant. 

The scheme is designed to ensure the 
building’s long-term future after it has strug¬ 
gled to attract business tenants. 

As well as converting the building, an addi¬ 
tional top floor of penthouse flats will be 
added and two extra smaller blocks of flats 
will be built on the comer of the site. 

However, before it gets official approval, 
there have been concerns raised. 

The Central Ashford Community Fomm 
had said the housing numbers would be too 
dense and suggested the design of the new 
buildings on the comer be more sympathetic 
to the 19th and early 20th century housing 
nearby. 

The South East Regional Design Panel also 
criticised the design for not having a diversi¬ 
ty of emits and questioned its long-term via¬ 
bility. 

It suggests having more flats of different 
sizes and designing ways of avoiding having 
long corridors in the building. 


However, the borough’s planning officer 
concluded the area would not be suitable for 
larger family-size flats because of parking 
and traffic issues. 

The officer’s report adds: “It will provide 
housing in a sustainable location and will 
make an acceptable contribution to afford¬ 
able housing in the town centre and assist 
with housing aspirations in Ashford.” 

A Dukelease official said: “Refurbishing 


and re-cladding Charter House for residen¬ 
tial use will give a new lease of life to this 
prominent landmark, as well as creating 
new homes in the town centre which will 
help to bring life and vitality to the area. 

“More than 200 residents attended the 
open day earlier this year, with the over¬ 
whelming majority in favour of the proposal 
to give Charter House a new life as town cen¬ 
tre apartments.” 


Job fears after A&L 
takeover completed 

THE future of the Alliance and Leicester’s call 
centre in Charter House - one of the town’s 
major employers - has been called into ques¬ 
tion following the firm’s takeover by a Spanish 
bank. 

Banco Santander - the owner of Abbey 
bought Alliance and Leicester for £1.25bn in a 
deal completed earlier this week. 

The large call centre is one of six operations, 
with others based in Leicester, Wigan, 
Liverpool, Belfast and Leeds. The buyout has 
angered union representatives who say the 
bank has moved too quickly, without safeguard¬ 
ing the future of its employees. 

Andy Kerr, deputy general secretary of the 
Communication Workers Union, said: ‘This is 
potentially a very serious situation for members. 
A takeover by any company already active in the 
UK could mean potential large job losses among 
employees of Alliance and Leicester.” 

The firm said it was too early to discuss poten¬ 
tial job losses, but did not rule anything out, say¬ 
ing the implications of the takeover will become 
clear in the coming months.

KENT County Council has defended its 
position on the location of the Aldington 
lorry park. 

Ashford MP Damian Green raised doubts 
over the scheme in Yourashford last week, 
suggesting three junctions in close proximi¬ 
ty on the M20 could cause problems for the 
lorry park site. 

A council spokesman said: ‘We have 
known about the Junction 10a proposals for 
many years and fully support it. The lorry 
park would be 4km from the junction so 
spacing is not an issue. The Highways 
Agency has no problem with the location of 
the proposed interchange.”

Detective says the 
hunt for Ashley's 
killer will not stop

THE officer spearheading the 
investigation to find the killer of 
Kennington teenager Ashley 
Dighton says he refuses to give up 
on the case as the victim’s family 
mark the anniversary of the 
discovery of his body 

The case received a boost last week after 
it was highlighted on Meridian TV’s Inside 
Crime programme appealing for informa¬ 
tion. 

DCI Dave Withers said: “What we hope to 
get is someone who has not come forward 
before. Someone who knows something may 
have been holding back that information 
over the last year. 

“We do not know how Ashley died. Even if 
he was killed accidently I think someone 
would have shared that secret.” 

Mr Dighton, 19, from Nine Acres, had been 
missing for a month before his body was 
discovered in woodland known at The Dip 
behind Sainsbury’s on Simone Weil Avenue. 


His skull was missing when the body was 
found. 

Mr Withers said: “We cannot say how the 
body got in that situation. There is no evi¬ 
dence to suggest that the head was deliber¬ 
ately removed. The body was in an advanced 
state of decomposition.” 

The police officer said they have witnesses 
and CCTV images of Ashley up until the 
moment he disappeared but there are no 
witnesses after he left Sainsbury’s at 
lunchtime on June 10. 

The TV programme has already created 
some responses from the public. 

Mr Withers said: ‘We have had some calls 
after the programme but at the moment it is 
too early to say if they are useful. We will be 
evaluating them over the coming weeks. 

“If there is anything at all that people may 
have noticed, no matter how minor, we want 
them to come forward because we can decide 
how useful it is.” 

He added: “This is very hard for the fami¬ 
ly. There is no closure for them. They need to 
know what happened to their son and their 
brother before they can move on.”

Hospital moves to 
allay fears over TB 

HOSPITAL chiefs have played down a case of 
TB discovered in a health worker at the 
William Harvey. 

Around 300 hundred staff have been exam¬ 
ined to see if the infection has spread any fur¬ 
ther amongst hospital workers. 

Healthcare experts say the risks of the dis¬ 
ease spreading are extremely low. 

Tuberculosis is spread through water 
droplets in the air when an infected person 
coughs or sneezes. 

A hospital spokesman said: “There is little to 
worry about. This was a member of staff who 
was working on the ward a few months ago. 

“At that time they were not showing any signs 
of TB, the infection was still incubating. All the 
patients that were on the ward at that time have 
been contacted, screened and given advice. 

“If there were are any more cases they 
would have been discovered by now.” 

Modern treatment for the infection involves 
a course of antibiotics. The health worker 
who was discovered to have the infection is 
now receiving treatment.

Art duo overcome 
learning difficulties 
for national display 

TWO artists with learning disabilities have 
been selected to exhibit their work at a 
groundbreaking national exhibition taking 
place in London later this month. 

Dawn Anderson and Ivor Epps, both from 
Quantock Drive, will have their work displayed 
at the Boundless-Connecting Artists Exhibition 
on July 23 at the Bankside Gallery. 

They beat off fierce competition to have 
their work selected by an independent panel 
for inclusion in the unique exhibition. The 
event will see learning-disabled artists show¬ 
ing their work alongside their established 
mainstream counterparts. 

Both local artists are supported by United 
Response, one of the organisations backing the 
event. The charity works with people with 
learning disabilities in the Ashford area sup¬ 
porting them to live independent fives. 

As part of its work, the charity runs a local 
creative arts centre where both students have 
been able to develop their artistic skills. 

Speaking about the Boundless event Su 
Sayer chief executive of United Response said: 
“Boundless is a collection of work from 25 
inspiring artists. Some of these artists have 
learning disabilities, but this exhibition is not 
about disability, but about talent.” 

The pair’s paintings will be on sale alongside 
the established artists work.

The guest will be Conservative Shadow 
Culture Secretary, Jeremy Hunt MR

Kent County Show 


MORE than 100,000 people 
flocked to the Kent Show last 
weekend - leaving the organisers 
struggling to cope. 

Thousands of motorists were left fuming as 
they sat in queues of traffic for up to two 
hours to get into the County Showground in 
Detling Hill on Sunday. 

The show’s general manager, David Goff, 
admitted they had been a victim of their own 
success - and had underestimated the num¬ 
ber of families attending the last day of the 
three-day event. 

He put the congestion down to a system of 
temporary traffic lights and road works 
implemented to block off U-tum junctions. 

Mr Goff said: i£ When you have a system, you 
have to run with it. We had a lot of people 
here over the weekend and a lot more on 
Sunday than we thought.” 

But the show itself, now in its 79th year, 
was a huge success - with the Dancing 
Diggers, show-jumping and a giant walking 
robot among the highlights. 

There were more than 900 stalls across the 
250-acre site and a selection of sheep, cows, 
goats and horses battling to win prizes.

House and the families that it serves in Kent.” 

Leigh Holmes, of the Hawking Centre at 
Leeds Castle, put on a display of birds of prey 
at the show. 

He said: “It’s just really nice to get out and 
show to loads of different people. I like the 
countryside area of the ground - you’ve got 
reindeer and gundogs, as well as falconry. 

“It’s quintessentially English, which I like.” 

Kent Scouts were also out in force, with 
about 50 volunteers promoting the work of 
the organisation across the county. 

Jane Town, adult development officer, said: 
‘We’re here to promote Scouting and make 


sure people know what it’s all about, which is 
a whole variety of things.” 

The Kent Youth Trials Club had riders 
demonstrating their skills on a dedicated dirt 
track, complete with obstacles at the entrance 
to the heritage area. 

One of its star proteges is seven-year-old 
Ieuan Jones, from Ashford, who has only been 
riding for ten months. 

Dad Tony said: “He loves it - every weekend 
he’s out on the bike, he absolutely adores it 
and spends a couple of days of just solid rid¬ 
ing. He’s in his element.” 

One of the main attractions was the danc¬ 
ing diggers display. Comprising five JCB 3CX 
diggers and one Bobcat mini-loader, the stunt 
team from Diggerland in Strood wowed the 
crowds with versatile formations such as 
leaning on their sides at 90 degrees and per¬ 
forming dare-devil wheelie stunts. 

Team captain Lee Cooper, who has been 
involved with the team for the past 23 years, 
describes their routine as “synchronised 
swimming with diggers”. 

He said: “It’s the first time we’ve been back 
here for about 12 years. We do all of the big 
county shows all over the country and it’s 
good to be at our local one in Kent again.”

Kent Police Authority chairwoman 
Ann Barnes said: “The authority acts 
as a watchdog and we need to let peo¬ 
ple know there is someone overseeing 
policing across Kent and Medway. 

“Last year we found that anti-social 
behaviour was the biggest issue for 
residents. Now we want to find out in 
more detail what the issues are. 

“It will be interesting to see the 
results as we now have neighbour¬ 
hood policing under way. 

“It is our job to make sure taxpayers 
get the best value for money. One of 
our core roles is to find out what peo¬ 
ple want from policing and I’ll be 
watching with interest to see what the 
public choose as their top anti-social 
behaviour priority.”

End of the road tor county's tol cash 


KENT residents are losing out in 
cash for roads from the Dartford 
crossing tolls and the system needs to 
change, according to county council¬ 
lors. 

KCC’s Cllr Keith Fenin said the 
crossing charging system needed a 
“radical overhaul” in order for local 
motorists to benefit. 

His call follows news that cash 
received by the county authority 
from tolls is set to stop. 

The Department of Transport is 
proposing a discount scheme for driv¬ 
ers in Dartford to pay a £10 registra¬ 
tion fee in return for 50 free crossings 
a year, due to be introduced in the 


autumn. However, the £1 million a 
year which KCC has been getting 
from the tolls towards planned inte¬ 
grated transport schemes is being 
phased out. 

Cllr Fenin, the cabinet member for 
highways, said: “The Dartford tolls 
don’t reduce congestion, they add to 
it. Motorists are repeatedly held up 
in lengthy queues on both sides and 
residents suffer from noise pollution. 

“While Kent has been receiving £1 
million a year in loan sanctions - 
meaning we have been allowed to 
borrow the money - in future we will 
not even get that. 

“The Government is going to divert 


the cash away from Kent into nation¬ 
al transport projects, while we con¬ 
tinue to suffer. 

“There must be better ways of 
doing this which are of benefit to 
more people in Kent. The charging 
system needs a radical overhaul to 
make it fairer for all. 

“As it stands, residents in 
Gravesend won’t get the benefit from 
the proposed discount even though 
they live four kilometres closer to the 
crossing than people living on the 
Essex side who do qualify. 

“We believe in putting the people of 
Kent first. These proposals seem to 
do the opposite.”

A GREEN, electrically-powered car 
built by students at the North 
School proved it was up to the chal¬ 
lenge after it took to the race track. 

The F24 car has been designed and built by 
technology students at the school under the 
guidance of their teacher Dan Walters. 

It is so-called because of the F24 category, a 
carefully thought up specification issued to 
secondary schools. It includes a 24-volt electric 
motor and four 12 volt lead/acid batteries. 

Cars are designed and built within the 
schools with the help of teachers, parents and 
sponsoring companies. They then compete in a 
number of marathon and sprint events 
throughout the country. 

Once it was finished, the North School’s car 
- named Thunder Star - was covered in spon¬ 
sorship logos from businesses that had backed 
the project including Coty, BAE Systems, 
Verry, Avenue Signs and Hadlow College. 

The team working on the project spent sev¬ 
eral months constructing the car. 

Mr Walters, head of design and technology, 
said: “Due to the excellent start and fantastic 
consistency of the drivers we managed to 
achieve 17th place out of the 27 entrants on 
the day. 

“I think this proves the hard work and high 
standards the students displayed on the day 
and in what they have achieved. 

‘Whatever the outcome of the race our stu¬ 
dents are more aware of the need for energy 
efficiency and sustainability through design.” 

Thunder Star managed 30 laps of the 
Bayford Meadows karting track in 
Sittingboume. 


The winner of the south east heat was AON, 
an entry from the Bexley Business Academy. 
The Cranbrook School car finished sixth giv¬ 
ing it the prize of best newcomer. 

Deputy head at the North, Stephen Dove, 
said: “They did extremely well considering it 
was their first attempt. 

“The car’s engine burnt out after a while so 
they now know they need to design a better 
cooling system and a lighter body for the car. 

“They were up against some very experi¬ 


enced teams some of whom have been compet¬ 
ing for the last nine years and had more cars 
in the race. 

“Although we did not win a prize on the 
track we did get a trophy for the best turned 
out team. It was certainly no disgrace. 

“The following day we had a student come in 
carrying a set of wheels, fired up to get his 
designs ready for the Mark Two version of the 
car. This has been a fantastic learning experi¬ 
ence for the students.”

But don’t let it ever be said festivals are just 
for music. Oh no! This year we have fruit, oys¬ 
ter, cherry, football and comedy festivals. You 
name it there’s a festival devoted to it. Not so 
long ago the county even hosted a garlic festi¬ 
val (insert ‘a real stinker’ gag of your choice).

on the town 

How did you start here? 

I did a two-month training course with the company. 
Before that I used to work in London, running bars 
and nightclubs. I wanted to get away from that life. 
It meant very late nights and long hours, but I have 
always enjoyed interaction with customers so I 
wanted to carry on doing something along the same 
lines. Starbucks has an excellent training scheme and 
there are clear career prospects in the company. 
When we take people on they have to train as 
"barista", which means they become expert at 
making coffee, and go through a very well structured 
training course. 

How long have you lived here? 

I was born in Tenterden. My dad was a prisoner of 
war. But I have worked most of the time in London. 

Do you get to know your customers? 

Yes we do. I would say we know 80 per cent of them 
by their first name. We know what many of them 
want as soon as they walk through the door. We sell 
about 1,000 frappuccinos a week. They are popular 
with the children.

Starbucks does like to get involved with the 
community with its projects. 

What do you think of the town? 

Ashford is up and coming but has maintained its 
market town identity.

LET us reflect on the positives of 
Zoo8.

MERYL Streep is best

IT may be a cliche, but as I gazed 
toward the sprinkling of tiny islands 
across the mauve waters reflecting 
the sunlight of the bay, I really could 
have been anywhere in the world. 

Yet I was just 28 miles off the coast of main¬ 
land Britain, standing under a palm tree on one 
of the isle of Tresco’s amazing beaches. 

Tresco is arguably the prettiest of the archipel¬ 
ago that is the Isles of Scilly. But this idyllic 
location remains something of a secret; there 
are those ‘in the know’, the lucky few who have 
visited and come back year after year. And then 
there are the rest of us, who would perhaps 
struggle to point to the isles on a map. 

The 2,000 residents - most of whom live on the 
main island of St Mary’s - will happily tell 
you about the Gulf Stream that ensures higher 
temperatures and frost-free winters. 

They might also mention their average wage 
is well under the rest of the UK and they might 
even moan, if light-heartedly, that the whole 
area is part of the Duchy of Cornwall and allows 
Prince Charles to rake in millions each year.

Bryher upstart. 

It is a regular in Britain’s top 50 hotels and 
would be a winner in my book even if it were a 
potting shed, simply for its location. As I enjoyed 
a divine meal gazing across Long Point to 
Foreman’s Island while the sun turned the sky 
red, I truly felt Scilly was unbeatable. 

Tresco is the island of choice for many holiday¬ 
makers with its beaches, country walks, spectac¬ 
ular botanical gardens and lifestyle. 

And the Flying Boat Club, with its restaurant 
bar, pool and spa, offers all the facilities of a first- 
class hotel for people staying in the club’s beach 
houses and cottages. 

So why are you flying halfway around the 
world for island isolation, spectacular scenery, 
exceptional service and escape from the crush of 
other holidaymakers?

Housing minister Caroline Flint has 
unveiled moves in this direction with 
£270 million released through the 
Housing Corporation to build new 
homes. 

The federation called this “a step in the 
right direction” but added more needs to 
be done. 

Government targets for new homes 
include a total of 240,000 to be built 
across the UK each year by 2016. 

Stable interest rate 
predicted by analyst 

INTEREST rates in the UK will remain 
on hold at five per cent until the end of 
this year according to a leading 
economist. 

Ross Walker of the Royal Bank of 
Scotland said the trend of rising infla¬ 
tion rates and a weakening economy 
will keep rates stable for the next five 
months at least. 

He said in reference to decision mak¬ 
ing in today’s economic climate: “The 
Monetary Policy Committee is stuck like 
the proverbial rabbit in the headlights.” 

But he added he felt there would be 
movement next year, most likely in the 
first quarter. 

The Bank of England, which oversees 
interest rates in the UK, is looking at 
how best to combat the credit crunch 
which has combined with high oil prices 
and increased food prices to cause the 
economic downturn. 

The final decision on interest rates is 
the responsibility of the bank’s 
Monetary Policy Committee which 
agreed last week to hold rates at five per 
cent.

New homes from old 


Scheme has seen almost 500 properties brought back to use

A PLAN which is helping 
to create new homes 
across the county by 
bringing long-term 
empty properties back 
into use has exceeded its 
delivery target. 

Following a pioneering pro¬ 
gramme it has spread countywide 
and is aimed at renovating 
derelict properties - which are 
both useless and an eyesore 

Launched in 2005, No Use 
Empty - the Kent Empty 
Property Initiative started as a 
partnership between Kent 


County Council and East Kent 
coastal authorities including 
Dover, Shepway and Thanet. 

Research had earlier revealed 
they had a large number of empty 
homes. 

New figures just released reveal 
that in the past three years, 
almost 500 properties have been 
brought back into use as new, 
good quality homes and the 
remaining district councils from 
across the county have joined the 
initiative. 

The initial three-year target for 
the number of empty properties to 
be returned to use was 372, and 
this figure has been surpassed by 
more than 30 per cent, with a 
total of 487 vacant properties 
given a new lease of life and 
turned into a home. 


Roger Gough, cabinet member 
for regeneration at KCC, said: 
“Empty houses are a scourge on 
our local communities, preventing 
investment and regeneration, 
devaluing surrounding proper¬ 
ties, attracting anti-social behav¬ 
iour and depriving people of a 
much-needed home. 

“In teaming up with local 
authorities from across the coun¬ 
ty, Kent has tackled this issue 
head-on, delivering outstanding 
results which prove this initiative 
is an effective and efficient 
approach to tackling empty 
housing. 

“This success is a great testimo¬ 
ny to the hard work and dedica¬ 
tion of the No Use Empty project 
team, but especially the empty 
property officers from across the 


local district councils. 

“The initiative has been widely 
praised across the UK as a unique 
partnership between county and 
local councils and is a blueprint 
for other councils in the country to 
follow.” 

David Ireland, chief executive of 
the Empty Homes Agency, said: 
"No Use Empty has more than 
lived up to its early promise. 

“Not only have the councils pre¬ 
formed well, but the initiative has 
had a catalytic effect encouraging 
others to bring empty homes back 
into use. 

“The numbers of empty homes 
in east Kent has dropped signifi¬ 
cantly over the past three years. 
We think that Kent has created a 
fantastic model that other parts of 
the country should follow.”

Sherreard will step into the 
unknown as he battles against the 
likes of Sergio Garcia, Phil 
Mickleson and defending champi¬ 
on Padraig Harrington at the 
137th Open Championship at 
Royal Birkdale tomorrow 

The 20-year-old amateur turned heads in 
the local qualifying final at Southport and 
Ainslie last week, shooting rounds of 72 and 
69 to reach three under par. The score was 
good enough for a share of the lead and 
secured an all-important place in the Royal 
Birkdale field. 

His journey began in the regional qualifying 
event held at Medway course, Rochester & 
Cobham Park last week. Sherreard finished 
tied first, securing a place in one of three local 
qualifying finals. 

The amateur, who started playing golf at the 
age of two, was overwhelmed with his triumph 
and is in disbelief at what he has achieved. 

Sherreard said: “I still cannot believe it real¬ 
ly. I was so surprised to have qualified for one 
of the biggest tournaments in the world. It 
really is a dream come true. 

“It is going to be daunting at Royal Birkdale 
playing and meeting all the golfers. There will 


be a lot of expectation on me as I have quali¬ 
fied for the tournament, but I will just play my 
game and see what happens.” 

He revealed out of all the golfers at the tour¬ 
nament, he would most like to meet Justin Rose. 

Rose, the then 17-year-old amateur, burst 
onto the golfing scene when the Open was 
last held at Royal Birkdale ten years ago, 
famously holing his approach from the rough 


on the last hole to finish tied for fourth place. 

Sherreard added: “It would be great to talk 
to Justin about how he dealt with playing golf 
at this level at such a young age, and I would 
be able to learn from that.”

LISA Dobriskey has guaranteed 
her place in the Great Britain 
team for the Beijing Olympics 
after winning the 1,500m 
National Championships final at 
Birmingham on Saturday. 

The Commonwealth champion 
went into the event at the 
Birmingham Alexander Stadium 
as one of the pre-race favourites 
in the 1,500m and she did not fail 
to impress. 

In the heats, Dobriskey showed 
her intent by winning in a com¬ 
fortable time of 4mins 20secs 
from Kaye Fullerton and Katrina 
Wooten, to book her place in the 
final. 

The Ashford athlete came up 
against her biggest rivals in the 
final, in the shape of Hannah 
England and Susan Scott, but 
timed her race to perfection. 

Dobriskey held back for the 
first half of the race, taking her 
time before she made her move to 
the front. Charlene Thomas held 
the lead at the halfway point and 
continued to stay in front with 
400 metres to go. 

The 24-year-old increased her 
pace on the final lap and surged 
into the lead and she never

looked back as she crossed the 
line a full five seconds faster than 
her time in the heats. Her rivals, 
Scott and England, finished sec¬ 
ond and third, two seconds fur¬ 
ther back. 

The win will see Dobriskey 
compete in her first Olympics 
and with just 23 days to go until 
the opening ceremony, she will 
not have to wait long to experi¬ 
ence the Games.

Bear tamer Stevens 
helps Spitfires into

DARREN Stevens inspired Kent to victory 
over the Warwickshire Bears to help them 
reach Twenty20 finals day for the second year 
in succession. 

The Spitfires could be the first team to claim 
back-to-back Twenty20 titles after they beat 
the Bears convincingly by 42 runs at 
Edgbaston last Thursday. 

Stevens helped his side recover from 60-4 to 
reach 175-6, a total that proved too much for 
the home team. 

The former Leicestershire all-rounder clubbed 
69 from 32 balls which included six fours and 
five sixes and was ably supported at the end by 
power hitter Azhar Mahmood.

In reply, Warwickshire struggled and when 
Twenty20 specialist Darren Maddy was out 
with the score at 78-5, all hope was lost for the 
home side.
